A feature of the-evening was the 
display of bacon sides; one brought 
over from England was a specimen 
of the Danish bacon, another was-a 
specially fine specimen of Canadian 
“select”, and the third showed the 
“thick smooth” side with much thick- 
er layer: of fat and a shorter side. 
The Danish side was a little longer 
than the Canadian Wiltshire, but as 
stated by S. W. Lund, of the pork 
department of the Swift Canadian 
company, there was not much differ- 
ence as he had expected to find. 
The Danish side was cured and smok- 
ed and rolled in some kind of meal. 

Last quotations had shown\ said 
Mr. Lund, that Danish sides were 
102 shillings on the English market, 
while Canadian was worth 83. shil- 
lings, and the product furnished by 
Alberta was worth 73 shillings. This

Senate Rejects.Bil) Giving 
Right to Province to Stop

Ottawa, March 14.—By a vote of 
54 to 12, the senate last night reject- 
ed a bill. introduced by Senator Cas- 
grain, which would. have given a 
province the right to prohibit the 
manufacture of liquor within its own 
borders. Objection to the bill was 
based on the ground that {t had not 
been asked for by any provincial au- 
thority, and that parliament should 
await such requests before acting,

TAKES LIFE BY 
~ CUTTING WRIST 


With his Jeft wrist gashedl and 
bleeding freely and his knee cap 
broken, Fred TI, Conroy, a mail 
clerk on the Canadian National Rail- 
way, was found on the grommd un- 
conscious underneath the. window of 
hig: room ina rooming house at) kd- 
monion ‘at 239 Sunday morning. The 
Wain) was immediately. rise? to the 
Royal Alexandra hospitel by the po- 
lice and Sunday night’ he passed away 
at 9.25 without recovering consclous- 
ness to give any explanation as to the 
cause of the event. 


The city potice have thoroughly 
investigated the case and are con- 
vinced that Conroy attempted to take 
hig Hfe by cutting an artery in his 
wrist and bleeding to death. 

The police were notified at about 
2.30 Sunday morning. by Mrs. los- 
ter, who is in charge of the boarding 
house in which Conroy lived, that 
his room was empty anf there were 
bleod stains on the floor but that the 
occupant of the room was nowhere 
about. The police had already been 
informed that something was -wrong- 
from another source and when they 
arrived Conroy was found on the 
ground outside of the window of his 
room in an unconscious state with 
hig left wrist bleeding badly and his 
left knee cap broken. The room was 
found in a disorderly state with sev- 
eral empty whiskey bottles strewn 
about. Pools of blood were found on 
the floor and a razor covered with 
blood. 

It is believed that after cutting 
his wrist he jumped out of the win- 
k|dow which wag some fifteen  teet 
from the ground and in falling broke 
his knee cap. 

The wound was. bleeding freely 
when he was found and indications 
aro that had medical attention not 
been available immediately, death 
would have resulted at once. Ags it 
wns, the: -police officers ‘tied. up. the 
wound with towels>partly= stopping 
the flow and rushed him to the hos- 
pital ag soon as_ possible. 

Conroy, who hasbeen in the. em- 
ploy of the Canadian National rail- 
way’ as a mail clerk, is single and 
47 years of age.

The authorities are now investigat- 
“ing the stock selling operations ‘of 
certain Alberta land companies which 
made their’ headquarters. at Calgary 
and “which are alleged to have se- 
cured large sums from investors in 
rural districts surrounding . Toronto. 
Whether or not it will be found that 
the promoters have made. themselves 
criminally liable remains to be seen. 
but there can be no doubt that many 
thousands of ‘dollars have heen taken 
and too-en- 
thusiastic public who. believed the 
rosy promises: of.. the pot of gold at 
the ‘end of the agricultural rainbow. 
Some years ago, when the campaign 
was first opened with lavish promises 
of the benefits to the castern inves- 
tor to be obtained from big-scale: farm 
operations in the fruitful wheat lands 
of the west, clever methods were em- 
ployed to intrigue the investor. Ex- 
ample: A minister of the gospel, high- 
ly regarded in his community, was 
given a free trip out west and return- 
ed with glowing ‘impressions of the 
possibilities of the prairies which was 
largely based upon a very complete 
ignorance of the business of agricul- 
ture. He recommended an investment 


in the western project, which his 
’ farmer parishioners were willing. to 
believe would return quickly the 


2 


_ ful to frionds, true to 


handsome profits which could only be 
earned in Ontario’s impoverished soil 
by the sweat od the brow. Other 
methods were employed-to induce the 
Ontario farmers to look to pastures 
green. A bank manager was_ offer- 
ed $1,000 a month to go around and 
merely introduce the Smooth stoék 
salesmen. Glib representatives ot 
the company went about and bought 
stock; for the Alberta farms at the 
“highest prices the owners cared to 
ask, but paid for the animals in stock 
certificates and then sold them for 
a song without shipping any further 
than to cover up the transaction. 


The result of these operations cover 
a period of years, in which occasional 
high-rate dividends were declared 
when ‘stock selling was revived, has 
been that hundreds of thousands of 
dollarg have gone in and it doubtful 
if anything will come out. There are 
eases of widows losing their all and 
going to the house of refuge, of farm- 
ers losing the savings of a lifetime | 
of labor, of farm hands and villagers 
putting up the few hundreds saved 
from years of toil—-but when all is 
said and done it is doubtful if the law 
has been broken or anything can be 
done. Government legislation should 
help in such cases, but it is doubt- 
ful if any law can be devised to pre- 
vent people losing their money when 
they seck to get rich over night and 
are not too inquisitive about the 
methods, to be employed. The final 
answer is education along investment 
lines and effective publicity.—IFinan-

The Editor of The Times: 


It is a well known fact that human 
beings, in order to develop properly, 
in order to attain the “summum 
bonum"’—the goal of the ancient Gre- 
clan philosopher—require, in addition 
to food, clothing and housing,regular |, 
and wholesome amusement. 


Throughout all the ages of civiliza- 
tion this fundamental | principle of 
human existence has been recognized. 
The early Minoans had their games, 
the Grecans enjoyed their festivals, 
the Romans revelled in their gladin- 
trial combats. 


Perhaps it might almost be said that 
the nature of the amusement in which 
a people induges is an indication of 
their intellectual attainments and of 
the stage of civilizaton to which they 
have advanced, The more refined 
Grecian found pleasure in his athle- 
tic achievements, the more barbarous 
Roman could only have hig lust for 
diversion satiated by the sight of hu- 
man beings slaying each other in 
cold blood. 


‘ Today for various reasons. few 
grownups take much interest in ath- 
letics, and modern = civilization in 
semblance at least professes to abhor 
any form of amusement involving 
bloodshed. Yor. the average person 
then there remains the one source 
of entertainment, the moving picture. 


When the movies were first shown 
they. were decidedly novel; 30 much 
so In fact that the eagar patrons. for- 
got the product of the cinema in their 
wonder at tho novelly of the produc 
tion. As a result unscrupulous movie 
directors took advantage of the gitu- 
ation an dbegan to foist all manner of 
films on the unsuspecting public. 


For a time the plan worked. ‘he 
people had to be amused; the movie 
offered the onty form of amusement; 
and thither all kinds and conditions 
of people flocked. ‘I'imes were good. 
The-public had not as yet begun to 
sit up and take notice and the_pic- 
tures returned huge, profits to all per- 
sons concerned: . ~. - aa 


Strange to say, however, the movie 
world did not atigmpt to keep in ad- 
vance of the ordinary world but on 
the contrary undoubtedly commenced 
a retrogressive and disastrous step to 
motion picture producers. 


Film productiong in order to satisfy 
their patrons should portray all the 
phases of life. » Life now is a very 
complex thing. It cannot be defined. 
No two lives are lived in the same 
way. From such a broad fieid then 
there is surely plenty of scope — to 
select incidents: “ love, adventure, 
travel, war and domestic life, Gen- 
erally speaking the first two are giv- 
en priority. Now, aceording to ~a 
well known poet: 


“True love's the gift that God has 
given 

To man alone bencath the heaven” 

Yot at the movie shows only too 
often what is shown on the screen 
is not that “true love’ of which the 
poet speaks, but false love, that of 
the marricd man for the other inan’s 
wife, or for some other unmarried 
woman. Perhaps this attitude is en- 
couraged by the novelists of the pre- 
sent day, many of whom it appears 
would gladly tear away the last bond 
of sacred family life, but we venture 
to make the prediction that the great- 
er number of novels produced by such 
writers will die a deserved dcath-— 
along with or even before their wuth- 
ors. On the other, hand the classic 
novels will stand the test of time and 
will be admired by coming genera: 


‘T tions. 


Not that the above criticism: ap- 
plies to movies as a whole or to nov- 
els of the present day as a whole, but 
it does to both of these in general. 

In the case of adventures the chief 
features have heen the rich kid- 
napped man, the masked thief, and 
the warlike cowpuncher. Always there 
is a plentiful exchange of revolver 
shots, which seems a shameful waste 
of powder, and fallen desperadoes, 
and perhaps: an admirable heroine,

latter, is brought in at exciting mo- 
ments to enlivea the gruesome fiasco. 

Now, these may be phases of life 
but they are the rare ones, sortu- 
nately for modern civilization there 
are other things happening around us 
daily than robberies or divorces cases. 
While these do undoubtedly occur, 
and, even if in order to depict human 
existence as it really is, they should 
be given passing notice in the plays, 
why should they to such a large ox- 
tent. exclude the other phases ot lite?

Alberta Seed for Exhibit Purposes 

Alberta prize winning seed grain 
will be used by the Dominion. goy- 
ernment to advertise western Canada 
abroad during the next year or s0. 
This Is the result of a deal completed 
during the past week between the 
field crops branch of the Alberta de- 
partment of agriculture, and repre 
sentatives of the exhibit branch of 
the Dominion department of. Immigra- 
tion and colonization, who visited 
Edmonton for the purpose of obtaining 
a supply of the famous Alberta seed. 

Purchases made by the Dominion 
government for this purpose include 
100 bushels of N.: Taitenger’s prize 
Marquis wheat from Claresholm, 100 
bushels of Meldrum’s Marquis wheat 
from Raymond, 75 bushels of Conkle 
and Blade’s- Banner oats from Round 
Hill and 75 bushels of J. W. Bigland’s 
Champion oats from Lacombe. This 
seed grain will be used for exhibit 
purposes in Great Britain and Eur- 
ope. 


Value of Farm Land 


According to the Dominion govern- 
ment bureau ‘of stitistics, he average 
value of occupied farm lands in Al- 
berta, including improved and unim- 
proved land and buildings, was $24 an 
acre for the year 1922. The average 
wage of farm help in Alberta during 
the summer season of 1922, including 
board was $64 for men and $45. for 
women. 

Feeders’ Day at University 

The second annual feeders’ day 
held by the animal husbandry depart- 
ment of the University of Alberta, at 
Eamonton, will be held on Saturday, 
April 14, when the results of feeding 
experiments during the. past six 
months will be given. 

Exports Houses Close March 15 

Prohibition of export of Hquor from 
Alberta will be in effect after March 
15, since the order in council closing 
export warehouses in this province, 
was passed at Ottawa, following re- 
quest from the Alberta government: 
The proclamation is based on the 
act passed last session by the Ottawa 
house. 

Another Alberta, Winner 

John McKenzie of Lacombe captur- 
ed the grand aggregate honors | in 
the livestock judging contest at the 
Brandon Winter Fair the past week. 
There were 54 contestants. 

Minimum Wage Act Suspended 

With respect to certain classes of 
female employees, the order of the 
Alberta Mimimum Wage Board estab- 
lishing a minimum weekly wage of 
$14, has been suspended, and instead 
of coming into effect on April 1, will 
not be in force untl September 1, ac- 
cording to announcement’ by A, °C. 
Browning, chairman of the board. The 
classes of employees affected are 
those in manufacturing establishments 
laundries, cleaning and dye works, 
and shops and stores. The order is 
still effective for April 1, with respect 
to female employees in hotels, res- 
taurants, rooming houses, | personal 
services and in offices. 

Alberta Coal for Ontario 

A strong revival of tie effort to 
place Alberta coal on the Ontario 
market in competition with American 
anthracite, and to fill the serious 
shortage of fuel which has been ex- 
perienced in that province is being 
made as a consequence of the dis- 
cussion which has taken place in the 
federal parliament in this respect. 

During the convention-of the mining 
and metallurigical institute of Canada 
at Montreal the past week, « resolu- 
tion was passed asking that the fed- 
eral government appoint a committee 
of three including a freight agent, a 
mining engineer and a business execu- 
tive to report upon the feasibility from 
all viewpoints of making Alberta coal 
available to the Ontario market.. A 
delegation of Alberta operators also 
waited on the provincial government 
on Friday asking that the legislature 
pass a resolution asking the Dominion 

igovernment to make an effort to se- 
cure a freight rate on Alberta coal 
~ | that would put it into successful com- 
| petition with the foreign product in 
‘Ontario, The Edmonton board of 


| trade also passed a resolution along 
\ 


\these lines. | 

It is estimated by A. Chard, super- 
visor of freight and traffic for the 
provinelal government, that if a $6 
ia ton rate on trainload lots could be 
{provided from mining centres in AL 
berta to Toronto, this coal could en- 
ter competition successfully with the 
American product. The present rate 
is $12.70 a ton, which makes the price 
of the product in Ontario prohibitive. 
American bituminous, a produce very 
Jinferior in quatity to Alberta coal, is 
selling in Toronto at $7 a ton, An- 
thracite is selling at $18 a ton, If

lket in Toronto at $13 a ton, it could 
compete successfully,

-Growth of Education inf Alberta 


A’ feature of the. report of the Al 
berta department of education for the 
year 1922 is the substantial evidence 
it contains of increased desire among 
pupils: for higher education. John 'T. 
Noss, deputy winister of education, in 
hig summary of conditions, emphas- 
izes this feature, and points out that 
while the number of pupils in Grade 
8 at June 30, 1921, was 7,625, the 
number a year later was 9,787, an in- 
crease of -2,164 Furthermore, at the 
least, one-third more pupils were en- 
rolled in the higher grades during 
that year than in any previous year, 
the figures being 7,509 tor 1921 and 
10,762 for 1922, an increase of 33% 
per cent, taking work above Grade 
8. Mr. Ross also comments on the 
fact that whereas three years ago it 
was difficult to find a one-room school 
carrying on work above Grade 8, 
there were last year 286 one-roomed 
schools carrying on such work. He 
also comments on the: more hopeful 
outlook for teacher supply, saying- that 
1,000 new teachers will graduate from 
the normals the coming term. 

The number of pupils enrolled in 


Alberta schools during the term end- 
ing June 30, 1922, was 142,902 com- 


pared with 1 4,328 in the previous 
year, The number of graded schools 
was 76,691, and ungraded schools 66- 
211.. The average attendance in the 
graded schools was 76.44 per cent of 
enrolment, and in the ungraded 
schools was 66.27 per cent. The 
number of girls ‘enrolled in the 
schools‘or the province was 70,809 
and the number of boys 72,093. 


Thete was an increase.of 66 school 
districts in the year, the number in 
1921. being 3,231 and in 1922 3,297. 
There were 72 new districts formed, 
but six districts were disorganized. 
There were 68—consolHidated schools 
in the province, and two rural high 
schools, 

An interesting compilation of fig- 
ures is also contained in,the report 
showing the cost of education. In all 
schools, the cost per pupil per year 
according to enrolment was $61,24, 
on the average attendance it was 
$87.09, and the average cost per pu- 
pil per day:was .489 cents. The cost 
in the towns and village schools on 
the basis of-«prolment was $52.09 per 
pupil per year, ‘on the basis of aver- 
age attendance ‘it was $72.50, and 
the average per pupil per day was 
.4802 cents In the city schools the 
cost per pupil per year on enrolment 
basis was $80.07, on attendance basis 
was $91.30 per pupil per pear, and the 
cost per pupil ‘per day was .4634 cents. 

The report .shows there were 18 
private schools ‘in’ operation during 
the year, 14.of which were religious 


and 4 non-segtarian, The total enrob 


ment at these=schools was 2.489.
